Mr. Bissell, who was in Grande 
Prairie and district last week on a 
business trip, said that the way cattle 
herds in the drought areas were being | 
depleted, both in the United States 
and Canada, the price of cattle was 
bound to go up within twe years 

The tariff between Canada and the 
United States was partly blamed for 
the condition of the cattle market in 
Canada by Mr. Bissell, who went on 
to suggest that if citrus fruits grown 
in the United States were allowed to 
enter Canada free for the privilege of 
being allowed to ship cattle to the 
value of such fruits into the United 
States, it would be to the advantage 
of both countries and help to furnish 
an outlet for Canada’s beef cattle

The 
whole danger lies in the patient's 
secretions, and usually this is limited 
to the secretions from the mouth, nose 
and throat. These are dangerous, be- 
cause it is in them that the germ of 


the common communicable diseases 
leave the body. 
Practically, the danger can be 


avoided if the person who is looking 
after the child keevs away from his 
face; by this is meant, that she does 
not kiss the child or come in the line 
of fire of his coughs and sneezes. 
Also, she should keep her hands away 
from her own face, scrub hands with 
soap and water and a nail brush 
every time she leaves the patient's 
| room, and boil all cups and dishes 
used by the patient. These measures 
will prevent the spread of disease in 
the home. At the same time, keeping 
the child in bed is the best form of 
treatment if he has a cold or a sick 
stomach, or if he is coming down with 


| some communicable disease.

blown up anyway. The reasons for 
this assumption are perfectly sound: 
first, that the gunpowder wasn't 
strong enough; and, second, that he 
laid it in such a big cellar that even 
if it had gone off nothing much would 
have happened, except that the walls 
might have cracked, 

In the same way it has been proved 
that Alfred was never in a position 
to allow the cakes to burn, that 
Bruce didn't know a spider when he 
saw one, and that Robin Hood never 
existed, One group of particularly 
ardent realists can even produce evi- 
dence to prove that Nelson never 
said: “Kiss me, Hardy.” What he 
actually said, according to them, was 
“Kismet, Mardy"——-which is far less 
romantic and ruins the climax of one 
of the greatest stories in history, 

These de-bunkers should stick to 
their own period and not strip history 
naked. If you tear these anecdotes 
out of history you make it impossible. 
It's dreary enough as it is, but without 
William Tell and King Canute, the 
cause of King John's death, Raleigh's 
courteous gesture, Archimedes shout 
of “Eureka!” and the apple bouncing 
off Newton's head, history becomes 
absolutely lifeless, 

So on November 5 set off a squib 
in memory of the Gunpowder Plot— 
irrespective of whether Guy Fawkes’ 
gunpowder was thirty under proof or 
not, It,is much more important that 
Fawkes made a gallant attempt to 
blow up Parliament than that his 
attempt was inefficient. 

What a lot of these de-bunkers 
need is a number of squibs set off be- 
neath them! 


IN PRAISE OF SLANG 


Genuine full-blooded 
quently fills a need, such as 
bunking,” and the now popular 
for an unpopular person — “jay- 
walker’—for a pedestrian who walks 
on the side of the road, instead of on 
the pavement. Before those expres- 
sions became current we needed an 
entire sentence to explain our mean- 
ing. 

Slang is ornamental in that it con- 
jures up a picture. It supplies color 
the austere black and white of 
orthodox speech. To say “the sky was 
his limit” definitely adds something 
to the usual “he succeeded” or “he 
rose in the world.” 

However one may grudge it, there is 
no denying that there is a whole world 
suggested in that phrase, “the low- 
down on the high-hatted.” After all, 
if the language can be made to ex- 
press more by the use of slang than 
it would without it, then slang is to 
be welcomed. 

Time has a way of condoning what 
scholars condemn, and today the most 
punctilious purist uses words which 
sent Dean Swift into a towering fury. 

But we must beware of “‘sloshy 
talk,” which is simply the perpetration 
of such phrases as “too, too marvel- 
lous" or “utterly divine.” It is rightly 
to be deplored for two obvious rea- 
sons—apart from the verbal paucity 
displayed by those who use it day in 
and day out, First, it abuses existing

words until they lose their natural 
significance; secondly, it contributes 
nothing to the language. 

But real, descriptive slang can be 


justified—so if your use of slang gets 
anyone's goat, give him the raspberry 
and tell him he doesn't know his 
onions if he hasn't realized that slang 
is on the welcome mat or is sitting 
pretty!

TOMATO JUICE 
Tomatoes are rich in both mineral 


salts and vegetable acids. They, 
therefore, have the merits of both 
green vegetables and fruits. They 


also contain three vitamins necessary 
for human growth and development 
and so rank high among protectiv>s 
foods, Much of the nutritive material 
is found in the juice. The tomato is 
one of the few foods that retains its 
vitamins almost unchanged when 
cooked, 


Tomato juice has the same bene- 
ficial properties as orange juice and, 
therefore, is equally good for babies, 
especially if they are being fed pas- 
teurized milk. Tomatoes are one of 
the easiest foods to preserve by can- 
ning on account of their acid content. 
They may be easily canned at home. 
Tomato juice canned ready for use is 
sometimes a convenience, Now is the 
time to provide this winter’s supply. 

The following recipes were prepared 


by the Fruit Branch, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture: 
Canned Tomato . Juice. 24 ripe 


tomatoes, 3 tablespoonfuls salt, 4 tea- 
spoonful pepper (optional). Wash and 
cut tomatoes, but do not peel. Cook 
very slowly for half hour, Press 
through a coarse sieve, extracting all 


pulp, Then through a fine sieve to 
remove seeds. Boil five minutes. Seal 
in sterilized jars and process five 


minutes in a Water bath or oven, If 
to be used for babies, omit season- 
ings. 


Tomato Cocktail. 18 ripe tomatoes, 
1 cup chopped cele % cup chopped 
onions, 3 sweet gre peppers, 1 sweet 
red pepper, 2 tablespoonfuls salt, 2 
tablespoonfuls vinegar, 4% cup sugar 

Wash and cut tomatoes, but do not 


peel, Chop the peppers finely. Mix 
tomatoes, celery, onions, peppers and 
salt together. Boil for half hour 
Strain through a coarse sieve. Add 
the vinegar and sugar. Boil three 
minutes, Beal in sterilized jars,
